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DOWNFALL OF THE 


SULTAN IS NEAR 


Army of Young Turks Marching on 


the Yildiz Kiosk to Demand 


Abdication of Ruler. 


Complete 
Preparation and Good 


Order Marks Advance of the 


Army of the Liberals 


Turkish troops loyal to the young Turks, and determined to enforce 


the political aspirations of tho reformers, are rapidly concentrating upon 
Constantinople and threatening to march into the city and force the sultan 
to abdicate, unless constitutional government is given full recognition. 
Yildiz Kiosk, the residence of tho sultan, is their objective. 
No resist- 


ance is expected and steps are being taken by the young Turks to protect 
the lives and property of foreigners and Christians. The nearness of tho 
expected victory of the youiig Turks is evidenced by the fact that they 
and not the authorities at Constantinople are giving assurances of protect- 
tlon and the maintenance of order. 


The advance guard of the constitutionalists is at Kutcl'uk, ten miles 


from Constantinople, on the Sea of Marmora. It is possible to reach Yildiz 
Kiosk by sea from Kutchuk, thus avoiding the passage of the soldiers 
through the city proper. The remainder of the forces of the young Turks, 
estimated at some twenty thousand men-, and rapidly increasing in num- 
bers, is at Tchatalja and other nearby points, within forty miles west of 
Constantinople by rail. Tchatalja is the key to the girdle of fortifications 
around the capital. 


These troops have come mostly from Salonika, tho headquarters of 


the third army corps, which always has supported tho young Turks in their 
demands for constitutional reform. They are acting with dignity and de- 
termination, and their concentration is proceeding in an orderly manner 
and with, every indication of preparedness. 
'They declare they have no 


idea of waging a fratricidal war, but they are determined that the consti- 
tution be observed. They are prepared to go to extremes should it be- 
come necessary. One of their commanding ofllcers said to a committee of 
pacification from Constantinople that came out to parley: 


"Have you brought the head of the old man? 
We cannot negotiate 


so long as you come without that head." 


The indications are for a successful and bloodless victory for the 


young Turks, but the situation still is exceedingly serious and contains 
the possibility of rioting and massacres, particularly should the advance 
of the young Turks be delayed. Public opinion, favorable to the young 
Turks, is growing rapidly in the capital, and while it looked last week as 
though the reactionaries were gaining the upperhand, the young turks have 
gathered their forces and have received many evidences of support from 
all races and from almost every '>cWon.of the empire. ' They declare that 
the uprising on the part'of the Constantinople garrison .o£. six days ago, 
that resulted in the resignation of the cabinet, was not-a-national move- 
ment, that it was not over religious, and that every counter revolution will 
be nipped in the bud by the imposing demonstrations In favor of .the con- 
stitution.

It is reported' til at the-- sultan,, seeing the hopelessness' of the situ- 


ation, has sent his chamberlain-and his secretary to the.grand vizier with 
orders that the government make peace with the young -Turks on any 
terms in order to prevent general bloodshed. 
The sultan is described as 


ready to sacrifice himself in order to save the fatherland from catastrophe. 


The Turkish warships' stationed at Smyrna are loyal to the young 


Turks. 


Orders.have been issued for both French and German warships to 


proceed at once to Turkish waters. 


The Bourses of Paris and Berlin, and the London • Stock exchange 


showed confidence today that the young Turks would have an easy, and 
rapid victory. 


STTLTAN REPORTED TO BE IN FIGHT.

READY TO SUPPORT LIBERAL ARMY. 


Saloniki, European Turkey, 'April 19.—The local committee of the 


young Turks today received a telegram from the liberal union at Constan- 
tinople, offering co-operation to bring about the restoration f the cnstitu- 
tion. The committee replied: 


"It is impossible to reach an understanding by telegraph. 


two days wo .will bo.in Constantinople." 


Constantinople, April 19—It is ex- 


pected in Constantinople this morning 
that the main body of troops loyal to 
the young Turks-that have concentrat- 
ed outside of Constantinople will be- 
gin soon to march across country on 
Yildiz Kiosk, with the object of forcing 
the abdication o£ tlie sultan. 


The troops loyal to the young Turks 


continued their advance on Constan- 
tinople last night and it is believed 
here that they soon will occupy Makrl- 
kcny, a town ten miles from the capi- 
tal.' 


Two advance guards precede the 


main body of the soldiers. One is com- 
posed o£ three hundred men. halt o£ 
•whom arc 
officers, 
while the other 


numbers one thousand men. 
These 


two columns are expected to occupy 
Pera and Galata. tho foreign and offi- 
cial quarters 
o£ Constantinople, as 


soon as possible in order to protect for- 
eigners in the event of rioting. 


Many of the troops in Constantino- 


ple favor the young Turks and resist- 
ance is hardly expected. 


MACEDONIANS MEAN BUSINESS. 


London. April 19.—>"The Macedonian 


troops intend to enter Constantinople 
today and enforce their demand for 
the abdiction of the sultan. The no.w 
ministry is tottering. It is believed 
that adequate steps have been taken to 
guarantee public order."

MILLER "BAD," BUT POPULAR. 


Fort Worth, Texas,. April 19.—While 


he bore the reputation of a "bad man," 
J. B. Miller, of this 'city, one of tha 
four who were lynched at Ada, Okla., 
was popular among the best classes of 
citizens here. His wife and three chil- 
dren are held In high esteem. Report* 
vary as lo the number of men Miller 
has killed, estimates placing it any- 
where from ten to thirty. Miller shot 
and killed Alex Frazier at Toyah, in 
West-Texas, several years ago, follow- 
ing a bitter family feud. He was ac- 
quitted, however. He also shot and 
killed James ' Foree in the Delaware., 
hotel, in Fort Worth, during a cattle- 
men's convention. He was also ac- 
quitted for this affair. 


Most of his victims were either cat- 


tle thieves or men whom he shot In 
self-defense. 
He was one of tho last 


o£ the old time Texas cattle "kings," 
among whom it was' a custom to use 
the six shooter in defense of rights.

Counting the Cost 


Just what it will cost the taxpayer of Fort- "Wayne annually to undertake the 


urgently needed new paving, pavement repairs and other roadway construction 
needed on city streets, as noted in previ ous Talks, can only be estimated. 


Assuming, however, that the 50 miles of new pavement needed to bring Fort 


Wayne up to the paving standard 'set by the eight cities of the class which were 
cited, is laid within a five-year period—ten miles a year—and that the City's part 
and expense in this outlay remains as in former years; assuming also that repairs 
and maintenance are so pushed as to bring the.present pavements up to a fairly 
creditable and uniform standard at the end of that five-year period; and that the 
cleaning of streets, both paved and unpaved, is properly and' thoroughly done 
meanwhile, it is probable that for every dollar spent in 1908 on the roadways -of 
our city streets four dollars would need to be spent yearly.for the next five years. 


This would mean additional annual 'disbursements, over those of 1908, as fol-

"It must be borne in mind that this $120,000 is in addition to the /present OT 


1908 outlay, for tne same purpose, of about $40,000. It also is an entirely separate 
expenditure from, that for the new pavement itself, charged up to the owner of 
the adjacent property, which is benefited in value by the paving improvement. 


In other words, if the property ow ners of Fort Wayne, at the end of five 


years shall have laid the 50 miles of new paving necessary to bring us up to the 
standard of our class of cities, they will have spent the $2,325,000 as noted in Talk 
83, and the city will have spent on its street improvements, repairs, maintenance 
and cleaning in the same five years some $800,000. 


This would mean $600.000—or $120,000 a year—more money raised and 'dis- 


bursed on city account than otherwise. 


That means that in five years Fort Wayne could consider itself the peer of 


the other cities in its class both in its street improvements and the care it takes of 
them. 


With a pushing of mileage in new cement walks, and vigorous encourage- 


ment of those tree-planting and other improvements that make for better streets, 
at the expense of the individual property owner, there is no doubt that within a 
five-year period Fort Wayne would be in the enjoyment of a new and progressive 
civic spirit, as a result of this co-operation between city and citizen, that .could 
be relied \ipon to keep the civic improvement ball a-rolling for years to come.

to some one. Peoople as a whole are 
naturally somewhat careless and the 
combination of carelessness and gaso- 
line has resulted in too many deaths 
for anyone to have patience with it." 


"Experiences within our own city 


within eight days recently," continued 
the chief," demonstrated what an aw- 
ful thing gasoline is. 
In two explo- 


sions of the liquid two people were 
fatally burned and coal oil nearly has 
caused another fatality. 
Coal oil Is 


dangerous enough, but is a great deal 
safer than gasoline and just as advant- 
ageouos as gasoline. I would like to 
see everybody using gas, however." 


The chief further said that gasoline, 


when thrown 
over 
a person, soaks' 


right through the clothing because of 
its lightness, whereas coal oil is heav- 
ier and does not penetrate so easily. 
Giisollne is also much more inflamma- 
ble and difficult to extinguish mid by 
an experiment today Chief Hilbrecht 
demonstrator! how easily gasoline may 
become Ignited, the fumes communi- 
cating a blaze though it may be nearly 
a foot off. 


Ot the seventy-eight fire alarms an- 


swered so far this year, just onn dozen 
of them have been clue to explosions of 
gasoline stoves or gasoline in some 
other way. In two of these cases fa- 
talities resulted. 


Red C*ns for Gasoline. 


In Michigan, Ohio, Illinois 
and

many of the northwestern states laws 
are being enforced to require whole- 
sale and retail grocers to buy and sell 
gasoline in red cans with the correct 
label. This step is considered a most 
important one from the stand-point of 
minimizing danger 
and 
there 
Is a 


movement on now to introduce a simi- 
lar bill at the next Indiana legislature. 
There are a number of the grocers fol- 
lowing that custom now but on tho 
other hand there are many who sell 
gasoline without reference to such pre- 
caution.
